of Eastman three times. 
That in ro- 


•pouse to the first statement he shook 
his head; in response to the second, he 
also shook his head: in response to the 
third, he made a denial. 


"We can have no doubt as to the cor- 


rectness of the ruling, when statements 
of that kind arc made or denied, a art 
not part ef & conversation, that, if de- 
nied, no part ef It is competent.

loan. 


Russia will take Manchuria as a 


pledge in security for the loan, which 
means that the czar secures permanent 
possession of China's richest province. 
Prance will, through Russia,

many important concessions also. 


The other powers will get the indem- 


nity, which, after all, is a matter of 
little Importance, but they will not get 
the concessions in territory, trade aud

Method* of 


Many oiea make their living by buying 


Up the caut off wrapping paper and 
pasteboard boxes from the janitors ot 
large stores and sorting and selling thj 
paper and boxes to cant, tide dealers. 
Many others buy the net Aiapert that ac- 
cumulate in office buildings and sell them 
for wrapping paper atid even turn them 
into money at the paper mills, th*ugb 
tbe price paid i» low. 


A business peculiar to the east side is 


thut of buying <md Belling pawn tickets. 
The men in this lue seldom redeem tbe 
podges and realise on their sale. They 
buy th« tickets at 5 to 10 per cent of th«/ 
amount uacued on tbe ticket und sell 
them at 1O to 25 per cent of tbe amount 
loaned. 
Only articles of considerable 


value are inspected before the sale or 
purchase ot the ticket, for the pawn- 
brokers charge 25 cents for any such in- 
spection. If the face value of the ticket 
is small, the speculator relies on tbe judg- 
ment of tbe pawnbroker. 


A profitable business is done in old 


metals. If u dweliiug i* torn Uowii, the 
speculator receives from the contractor 
the right to all the old metal in tbe 
debris, sometimes for a mere nominal 
sum, 
as in moat cases tbe contractor is 


glad to have it carried away, The debris 
is carried away and sorted, and the cop- 
per and lead are disposed of at a hand- 
some profit. 


A number of men are engaged in a 


door to door canvass, buying small arti- 
cles of silverware. The poorest people, 
in the most wretched parts of the city, 
usually bare something ic silver, a spoon, 
a charm or a thimble it may be, and in 
case of distress, if eviction for nonpay- 
ment of rent is impending or ready mon- 
ey is needed for immediate medicine or 
for drink, tbe silver buyer makes a profit- 
able purchase. 


There is also tbe man who peddles cin- 


ders to people too poor to afford coal. Ho 
obtains his supply from tbe places where 
the elevated road dumps its ashes, pick- 
ing ont tbe half burned coals and ped- 
dling them in a push cart. 


Au. old Italian who for nearly 50 years 


bas been peddling matches in restau- 
rants and barrooms, especially in tbe 
Tenderloin, is reputed to bare grown 
ricb and is said to own several houses. 
Otber types are fast dying out, such as 
tbe man who used to peddle sawdust to 
»alocu keepers, but as Irishman wbo has 
supplied many offices and shops witb 
feather dusters for the past 34 years is 
still at bis trade. 
These dusters are 


made in Vesey street. Such turkey feath- 
ers as cannot do duty as ostrich feathers 
are bought ia Canal street and resold 
to the duster makers in Vesey street.— 
New York Post.

The speaker was Charles M. Schwab, 


president of the United States Steel 
corporation—the billion dollar compa- 
ny—the time, 10:30 Wednesday Eight, 
April 17; the place, a Pullman sleeper 
on a limited express speeding east- 
ward from Pittsburg. 


The day before he had resigned as 


president of the Carnegie Steel com- 
pany. 
That morning he had visited 


the Homestead and Edgar Thomson 
steel works to say goodby to the men. 
With many of them he had worked for 
21 years. It was in discussing the visit 
of the morning that he uttered the 
words quoted. 


As he spoke we saw in tbe distance 


the glow from the Homestead and Ed- 
gar Thomson works. 
In a moment 


we were opposite them. The night was 
pitch dark, but the bright flames from 
the blast frcuaces in the valley below 
lit up the countryside. In every di- 
rection down there red streams were 
flowing. In certain spots great pools 
of the red stuff had formed, 
in the 


rail mill long, thin bars of it were 
gliding around like big snakes on fire, 
and, running here and there, dodging 
the stuff, handling it, directing it, play- 
ing with it, it seemed, as now and then 
millions of sparks scattered Into the 
Eight, were men, the workers, 3,000 of 
them—the workers that deal with fire. 
I knew the red stuff was molten steel, 
sizzling, steaming. But boiling blood 
would have looked the same. 


I looked at Schwab. In the glare hia 


fine face was outlined clearly. It was 
no new sight to him, but the man 
Beerned rapt, Tbe furnaces were long 
out of view when he—master mind 
that directed them—turned his gaze 
from the valley. He was deeply af- 
fected. That was plain. 


"I've always felt a certain emotion 


When passing them,"—he pointed to- 
ward the works—"at night, but I never 
had such a feeling as 1 have tonight. 
1 worked there for 21 years—began 
there as a boy of 18—grew up with 
them. And this is tbe first night in all 
that time that I haven't been in direct 
touch with them. 


"You 
asked me a few moments ago 


what was the. greatest satisfaction 
about what yon termed my success. 
I'll tell you. It's the satisfaction of 
knowing that the men are with me. 
You saw how it was today at Besse- 
mer and Homestead. Well, that's my 
satisfaction." 
I did see, and here is 


what happened, writes a correspondent 
of the New York World: 
/Mr. Schwab reached the Edgar 
Thomson works at 10 • o'clock. 
He 


rushed from his special car to the rail 
mill. About half way between the sta- 
tion and the rail mill one Pat Murtba, 
gray haired, GO years old, was sbovul- 
ing rubbish into a cart. Mr. Schwab 
stopped. 


"Hello, Pat!" he said.' 
"How are you, Mr. Schwab?" 
"Haven't seen you for a long time, 


Pat 
How's the family?" He passed 


on. I lingered with Pat. 


"Do I know him well? Is it Charlie 


Schwab ye mean? Sure, I mind the 
first day he come here. That's more 
nor 20 years ago. He was in the sur- 
veyor's gang, drawing a dollar a day. 
And he's just the same today as he was 
then. Do I know him well? Didn't I 
work with him for more nor 20 years? 
Work with him, mind ye. That's what 
he always says. Not for him! Sure I 
helped to cut the first piece of steel 
that ever went out of this mill. And I 
tell ye this—there isn't a man hero or 
over there (pointing to Homestead) 
who don't give his good will to Charlie 
Schwab.

down upon John McCabe. 


"Hello, John!" he said as he shook 


hands with him. "You're looking as 
bandsome as ever. Want any matches 
today. John?' All of which confused 
John mightily, nnd all of which indi- 
cates that tho young president has a 
marvelous memory.

A few minutes later, with tears In 


his «y«s, Pat WOE telling me how Mr. 
Schwab had ordered him to New York 
for a month for treatment and given 
him $500. 


"There isn't a man In the place who 


wouldn't work day and night for Cbar- 
ffe Schwab," he euid. 
"He has the 


good wish of them nil. Bure, if every 
rich man was like him there'd be no 
poorbouses." 


But a pretty Incident occurred at 12 


o'clock, a few minutes before Mr. 
Schwab left for Hemestead. He stop- 
ped in front of the cashier's office. 
There he met the Janitor of the build- 
ing, Martin Coyne.

leloedas Unnecessary 


Bills 


Governor Crane yesterday sent to the 


legislature two vetoes on bills of local 
interest, as follows: 


The Executive Chamber, 


Boston, Mass., April 25, 1901. 


The- Honorable Senate aj»d House of 


Representatives: 
I return with my objections thereto 


a bill entitled "An act to provide that 
certain police officers in cities shall 
have one day off in every 27 days." 
This bill provides that i'i every cit> 
which accepts the provisions of this 
*ct by vote of its city count-M, police 
oTicers below the rank ef captain shall 
be allowed without loss of pay, one day, 
or 24 consecutive hours, in everv 27 
-ays, uurliig- which they shall not be, 
letiuired to be on duty. This is unnecl 
essary legislation, as the authorities 
m every city are now vested with the 
po^er to regulate the vacation of its 
employes. An act of the Lejrislature 
that is not needed should not be sanc- 
tioned. For this reason that this act 
is unnecessary, I return it without mv 
approval.

ADVERTISING TALK 12 


The advertising man in his travels 


among the merchants 
often hears 


statements Srom some of them which 
are surprising and 
statement* ana 


would not expect to hear from men 
accredited 
with business judgment 


and common sense, it is impossible to 
answer all of their arguments but let 
us get together 
on the quiet, just 


among ourselves, and discuss the mat- 
ters in a general way. 


Why does not advertising pay? It 


does pay those who go at it right, and 
pays them good returns, Joo. But there 
are some who claim that it does not 
pay, and it Is to this class that we 
would speak. In the first place some 
merchants place an advertisement in 
the paper, and because it does not at 
once draw lots of customers to their 
store, they) at once arrive at th con- 
clusion that advertising does not pay; 
stop right there, and growl ever about 
it. There is very little positive in this 
World, except death and taxation, and 
there is no valid reason, why adver- 
tising sometimes dogs not accomplish 
the desired results. A doctor may be 
called to a sick ir,c,rs, he prescribes, 
and watches the symptoms. 
If the 


desired results are not achieved he 
changes the medicine, and keeps, on 
changing until he attains the results. 
So with advertising. If one advertise- 
ment does not do the work after a 
reasonable publicity, change it, and 
keep on changing it until you catch 
the popular fancy. "But," we hear 
some one say, "these are bargains, 
just what the people want ,but they 
do not come in and buy them." That's 
all right, it is best to let the people 
be the judge of that. If they wanted 
them they would call and purchase' 
them, that is if you placed the mat- 
ter 
before them advantageously. 
It 


is one of the very hardest things in 
the world to do, to force people to buy 
what they do not want. 


Then again, some merchants go at 


advertising in a half-hearted manner, 
entirely lacking confidence in their 
own efforts. They do not believe in ad- 
vertising; they win not believe in ad- 
vertising, regret the expenditure made 
in advertising, but advertise "just be- 
cause others do." How different this 
is to the successful merchant who ad- 
vertises constantly and makes his ad- 
vertising bill a profitable expenditure. 
He writes his ads-, with a positive 
assurance that he has something the 
people want, that it is better than his 
competitors, and makes Inducements 
that overshadows his competitor. He 
simply gets there. Every ad. he puts 
in the paper does not bring big re- 
turns, possibly, but at only renews his 
energy to hit the popular fancy, and 
he tries another scheme until he does. 
In a rainy season such as we have just 
experiencing, when it is impossible 
for the ladies, In fact for any one else 
to get out, he keeps his ads. promi- 
nent, often increasing them, but ever 
offering 
something timely, knowing 


full well that days when it rains the 
hardest 
and nights which are the 


stormiest, are just the times when his 
ads', are read most, for at those times 
folks cannot get out, and must read, 
biit when they do get out they will 
Icnow where bargains are. 


Confidence is necessary in business. 


It is necessary in advertising 
if 


others do it, why can not you? Some 
are so thoroughly imbued with the idea 
that advertising does not pay that they 
will not believe the positive statement 
of another merchant that he knows 
his ads. bring results. They don't pay 
a.nd that's all there is to it. 
Then 


when ho sees a store whose aroarietor 
advertises well filled with customers, 
he falls back on the assertion that 
it is because he cuts prices. 
Well, 


maybe he did on one of two articlPs, 
but he succeeded in bringing the peoole 
to his store, and once there sold them 
probably more than tney really came 


j after. If there were only a very few 


stores in the city, they would not need 


j to tell the people so much about their 
' stock, but with the big- and 
little 


stores scattered all over the city, with 
keen competitlPpn, inducements must 
be made to bring customers into your 
particular store. 


In conclusion, as the minister says, 


make "an effort to get there as much 
as your neighbor. Start in with a de- 
termination to have your share of the 
city's trade ,aJid if you, have the stock 
and the will and the energy you can 
step to the front and stay there.

matter of pay for the two extra cars 
that were run from Adams to this citv 
this morning at the close of the enter- 
tainment given at Adams by Pitts- 
field people, as reported elsewhere.

The regular 
bonus on the cars would have been $6 
apiece, but as Superintendent Narv 
eimU find no Oi*e to whom to lo.)k fui 
this he ordered the conductors to col- 
lect S3 extra from the crowd in each 
car, deciding to split the difference in 
this case and get out of the tangle as 
eas:Ur «« possible. When the first car 
started the 
conductor 
collected 10 


cents from each passenger and after 
passing Zylonite he started to collect 
the same amount again. A number of 
passengers paid and others refused and 
finally the conductor stopped the caj 
and said it should go no farther till 
the fares were paid. Dr. MeLaughlin 
of this cityi, who was aboard ,finallv 
agreed to make up the required bal- 
ance and the car proceeded. How the 
matter was adjusted on the second car 
is not known but -both cars were run 
through, arriving here after 2 o'clock. 


The trouble seems to have arisen

Everybody u?""-erstandg that 
the company can not ri1" cars after 
the regular hours without considerable 
extra expense, as the men have TO be
